Dr. G. Fisk Spoke At Median 
ics Institute Last 
Night 



"All mutter Is active, and it is made 
up ol electrons, protons and photons,'' 
staled Dr. George Fisk In the course 
■ : an address on ''Physlo-Tlicrèpcu- 
tlcs" last night at the Mechanics In- 
stitute. 

The speaker slated that there have 
been many accomplishments during 
the past 50 years, but the greatest 
of these is tlie discovery of germ in- 
fection. Before this period there were 
many Idnesses, as well as epidemics 
which were directly due to germ in- 
fcctlon, but with the advance of Past- 
eur's discovery, the medical world 
i i- revolutionized. Many of the dis- 
cuses, which previously were consid- 
ered llicurab'c are now cured with 



nature. 

The entertainment opened with :•. 
motion picture of tho Hskluios, "back 
lo Puffin Hand." It was an lntorest- 
illS portrayal of Kskimu lire, with Its 
picturesque background of ihe Arctic 
summer. There were some remarkable 
viows of i"f floes, and ice berg.', 
among wb'ch polar bears could be 
seen slowly wandering about. 

Miss Gaultier n«xl appeared clad ia 
an Hsklmo costume of a medb;iho wo- 
man.

ARGENTINA 



In our news columns we carried yesterday 
a report of a lecture on Argentina and its re- 
lation to Canada. This may have served to draw 
' attention to the very great similarities which 
exist between our own country and the great 
republic of South America. 

Argentina is not, as many Canadians fondly 
believe, a small unimportant and storm-tossed 
state. It is a modern nation in every sense of 
the word. Its population is greater by a mil- 
lion than Canada's. Its great area produces all 
kinds of natural products, from the sugar-cane 
of the tropical north to the wheat of temerpate 
pampas and the sheep of Antarctic Patagonio. 

Owing to various causes which were dealt 
with in the lecture Argentina has not progress- 
id so rapidly as our country. It needs roads; it 
needs colonists; it needs a co-operative grain 
growing system: it needs elevators. 

Supremely significant to us is the fact that 
enlightened Argentine opinion looks to this 
country for guidonce in effecting these re- 
forms. Argentine professional men every year 
visit our Dominion and return full of praise for 
our efficient economic system. Returning to 
their own land they write and lecture on what 
- they have seen here. When reforms come they 
are modeled on Canadian experience. The col- 
onization plan adopted by the Argentine rail- 
ways is a replica of that in operation here; the 
projects put forward for handling Argentine 
grain in bulk are copied from Canadian prac- 
tice. 

. But though Argentina may know Canada 
intimately, Canada would appear to know little 
of Argentina. And that is our loss. There can 
be no doubt as to the brilliant future ahead of 
the great republic under the Southern Cross. 
Already Buenos Aires is the largest city in the 
southern hemisphere; already Argentina has 
taken second place among the world's wheat ex- 
porters; already she is fourth in the list of 
cattle raising nations. Her importance in the 
world's trade may be judged from the fact that 
she is Great Britain's third best customer for 
manufactured goods. Qualified observers esti- 
mate that 85% of the country's agricultural re- 
sources are as yet untouched, and that it is 
capable of supporting a population of 100,000,- 
; 000. 

The roseate future ahead of Argentina af- 
fects Canada vitally in two different and oppo- 
site ways. Our manufacturers are exporting in- 
• creasing number of goods to the southern re- 
public, and may be expected to share in her fu- 
ture expansion. But an increased efficiency in 
grain growing on the pampus would mean a 
lower price for wheat. How this will affect 
Canada need hardly to be pointed out. 

The rising generation of Canadians will 
h ave to pay far more attention to South Ameri- 
ca in general, and to Argentina in particular.

The Orliccrs shall be a President, a Vicc-Prcsidcnl, a 
salaried Secretary-Treasurer and a Comptroller, 
(at Duties. 

The President ^hall preside tt all General and Special 
meetings, and shall be cx-ofticio Chairman of the Stu- 
dents' Council, and a member of the Executive of all 
Regular Committees. He shall represent the students on 
all public occasions. 

The Vice-President shall perform the duties of the 
President in the absence of the latter. 
The Secretary-Treasurer thall be custodian of all rec- 
ords, ledgers, receipts or documents of any nature what- 
soever belonging or dealing with the affairs of the So- 
ciety. He shall receive and deposit all sums accruing to 
the Society, giving receipts for the same. 
The Comptroller shall supervise all disbursements, 
tbi Election. 

The President shall be elected annually between the 
• first day of March and the semi-annual meeting of the 
Students' Society by a ballot of all the members of the 
Society. He shall be nominated by any 50 members. The 
President shall take office at the beginning of the 
fiscal college year. In the event of resignation, the Stu- 
dents.' Council shall decide on a date for the election of 
a successor, the procedure of election being similar to 
that used in the case of the regular election. The suc- 
cessor so appointed shall hold office until the end of the 
fiscal year. 

The Vice-President shall be elected by the Students' 
Council from among their own number before the fif- 
teenth day of October in each year. In the event of 
resignation, a successor shall be elected by and from 
the Students' Council. 

The Secretary-Treasurer shall be chosen by the Stu- 
dents' Council to hold office for the current year, the 
continuation of the agreement depending on ratification 
by each successive Council. lie need not be a member of 
the Society and may be paid a salary. 
The Comptroller shall be appointed by the University on 
the recommendation of the Council. 

ARTICLE VI 

Students' Council 

(1) The Students' Council shall be composed of ten 
members as follows: 

(a) The President of the Students' Society, who 
shall be Chairman.

These members shall 
serve for one year from the first day of March 
following their election. 

(c) The President of the McGill Union and the 
Iiditor-in-Chicf of the McGill Daily. 

The President of the McGill Unio;; and the 
Editor-in-Chief of the McGill Daily shall be adviso- 
ry members and shall possess no votjng powers. 

(2) The powers of the Students' Council are as follows; 

(a) The executive authority of the Students' So- 
ciety is vested in the Students' Council. 

(b) The Students' Council shall be the only recog- 
nized medium, outside of the Athletic Board, be- 
tween the Students and the University authorities 
and the general public.

Film Director 
Talks College 

Frank Tuttle Interviewed By 
Trojan Editor 

n. man needs a. college education. 1 
Los Angeles, Cal.— "1 don't believe 
really don't think a chap needs to 
have been graduated to become, a 
successful director," Frank Tuttle. 
Paramount director, told Virgil M. 
Pinklcy, BdUor-ln-chiet of tho South- 
ern California Uaily Trojan. 

Tuttle is only one of the many uni- 
versity degreo holders who Is hand- 
ling a megaphone *n a Hollywood 
lot. In his own studio Rowland V. 
I/e», a graduate of Columbia, Clnr- 
enco Badger who holds a degree 
from the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and Dorothy Arznor from 
til* University of Southern California 
ar» also producing Paramount pic- 
tures. 

•"Don't get me wrong. I'm not nnti- 
collegiato, but pro-colloglale,'' he 
continued. "I know that a university 
I raining has proved valuable to me, 
but It Is not the only thing that will 
make a great director. 

"If a. man, or in a few cases a 
■woman, has the divine spark of 
showrmnnship, or acting, he has the 
most Important asset in becoming a 
director. 

"A university training is not a 
handicap to the youth who wants to 
beconio a member of the motion 
picture industry if ho can take four 
years of broad cultural training, and 
still bo willing to start at the bottom 
of whichever field he wants to enter. 

"Take the case of Homard Shaw. 
It is a classic example. 

"Shaw is a law unto himself. 
Shaw has a messayc he wants to 
give the world and finds a medium 
in the stage to present such an ex- 
pression. Don't let anyone tell you 
that ho doesn't use the tricks of the 
trade-, because he does. He has learn- 
ed theso by studying life, and not 
through education gained in a col- 
lege, or university. 

"Shaw is a marvelous showman 
and knows the ins and outs of the 
drama game. 

"The great success of Austin Strong, 
who wrote the popular stage play 
•Seventh Heaven', later made into a 
film, Is that he shows people. He 
doesn't try to tell the story in words, 
but rather through action and set- 
ting. His plays call for a great 
cast.'' 

While a student at old Eli, Frank 
Tuttle took an active part in 
dramatics and wrote several one-act 
plays. Following his graduation he 
worked under Austin Strong and 
joined a group of players who gave 
a series of dramas in Kew Tork City. 
He was given a chance to direct a 
picture for an independent company. 
The picture was a success, so of- 
ficial* of Paramount offered him a 
contract, and he was sent West to 
make pictures In the Hollywood 
studio. 

Tuttle believes that a great actor 
can make you feel anything. That Is 
why he thinks Emil Jannlngs, Lon 
Chancy, Richard Arlen and Wallaca 
Beery are splendid actors. 

If you want to write pla>-3, 
scenarios or become a director of 
motion pictures, Tuttlo's advice Is 
to go to plays and note the reaction 
of the audience. Watch how the play 
builds up to a climax, and how the 
lines' of each character are handled. 
Make mental notes of the types of 
actln» that appeal the most. 

Another Idea of Tuttle's is to go 
get something if you really want it. 
Throw yourself Into it, with en- 
thusiasm and pep. If you want to 
act like a tramp, or write about one, 
live the life of a tramp, or at least 
talk ■with one. Tuttle uses the ex- 
unple of r~ 
* a nan 
which he knows,

It Is due to the fact that x-rnyti 
penetrate deeper than ultra violet 
rays that tlicy can be used to better 
advantage. They arc shorter than 
tho ultra violet rays, and aro more 
effective. 

Speaking on tho industrial uses of 
ultra-violet rays, Dr. Flsk stated that 
cows give milk, richer In vitamins, if 
tlielr food Is treated with ultra-violet 
rays. If, on the othor hand, milk is 
subjected to this treatment, It will be 
purer and richer than the pasteurize'! 
product.
